A New Phase for 9/11 Anniversary 


11 years after attacks, 
Americans scale 
back remembrances 


New York 

There were still the tearful mes- 
sages to loved ones, clutches of 
photos and flowers, and moments 
of silence. But 11 years after Sept. 
11, Americans appeared to enter a 
new, scaled-back chapter of collec- 
tive mourning for the worst terror 
attack in U.S. history. 

Crowds gathered, as always, 
at the World Trade Center site in 
New York, the Pentagon and a 
Pennsylvania memorial Tuesday 
to mourn the nearly 3,000 victims 
of the 2001 terror attacks. But they 
came in fewer numbers, ceremo- 
nies were less elaborate and some 
cities canceled their remembranc- 
es altogether. A year after the mile- 
stone 10th anniversary, some said 
the memorials may have reached 
an emotional turning point. 

“It’s human nature, so people 
move on,” said Wanda Ortiz, of New 
York City, whose husband, Emilio 
Ortiz, was killed in the trade cen-

ter’s north tower. 

It was also a year when poli- 
ticians largely took a back seat to 
grieving families; no elected officials 
spoke at all at New York’s 334 -hour 
ceremony. President Barack Obama 
and Republican Mitt Romney puUed 
negative campaign ads and avoided 
rallies, with the president laying a 
wreath at the Pentagon ceremony 
and visiting wounded soldiers at a 
Maryland hospital. 

At the Pentagon, Obama recalled 
the horror of the attacks, declaring, 
“Our country is safer and our peo- 
ple are resilient.” 

Vice President Joe Biden remem- 
bered the 40 victims of the plane 
that crashed in a field south of Pitts- 
burgh. “Today is just as monumen- 
tal a day for all of you ... as any Sept. 
11 has ever been,” he said. 

In Norfolk, Va., sailors and 
Marines aboard the USS New York, 
a warship forged with 7.5 tons of 
steel salvaged from the trade center, 
observed moments of silence. 

“The spirit here is really about 
what happened the next day and the 
next day and every day since,” said 
Capt. John Kreitz, the ship’s com- 
manding officer. JENNIFER PELTZ (AP)

Union: Striking Teachers Not Close to a Deal 


Chicago 

Negotiators were back behind closed 
doors Tuesday on the second day of 
Chicago’s teachers strike, but pub- 
licly, the teachers union and school 
board couldn’t even agree on wheth- 
er they were close to a deal. 

The union issued a statement 
at midday saying negotiators had 
returned to the bargaining table 
and were discussing one of the 
most serious remaining issues, a 


new teacher evaluation system. But 
the union said it had signed off on 
only six of 48 articles in the con- 
tract and that the two sides had “a 
considerable way to go.” 

“To say that this contract will 
be settled today is lunacy,” union 
President Karen Lewis said. 

School board officials have 
repeatedly described the two sides 
as being close and suggested bar- 
gaining could be wrapped up quick- 
ly with agreements on the evalua-

tions and a dispute about the recall 
of teachers who lose their jobs. 

Earlier, Mayor Rahm Emanuel 
reiterated his belief that the strike 
could have been avoided. 

“I don’t think downtown should 
be in the business of selecting 
teachers that the local school prin- 
cipal should select if you’re going to 
hold them accountable,” Emanuel 
said, as several hundred protest- 
ing teachers chanted and banged 
on drums, jason keyser (ap)

Crowd climbs walls, 
destroys flag in light 
of anti-Muslim film 

Cairo 

Mainly ultraconservative Islamist 
protesters climbed the walls of the 
U.S. Embassy in Egypt’s capital 
Tuesday and brought down the 
American flag, replacing it with a 
black flag with an Islamic inscrip- 
tion to protest a video attacking 
Islam’s prophet, Muhammad. 

Hundreds of protesters marched 
to the embassy in Cairo, gather- 
ing outside its walls and chant- 
ing against the movie, which was 
reportedly produced in the U.S. 

“Say it, don’t fear: Their ambas- 
sador must leave,” the crowd 
chanted. 

Dozens of protesters then scaled 
the embassy walls, and several went 
into the courtyard and took down 


the flag from a pole. They brought 
it back to the crowd outside, which 
tried to burn it, but instead tore it 
apart. The protesters then raised 
a black flag on the flagpole. 

The flag, similar to the banner 


used by al-Qaeda, is commonly 
used by ultraconservatives around 
the region. Almost all the embassy 
staff had left the compound before 
the protest, and the ambassador 
was out of town. 


Backstory 

Muslims find it offensive to depict 
Muhammad in any fashion, much 
less in an insulting way. The 2005 
publication of 12 caricatures in a 
Danish newspapertriggered riots in 
many Muslim countries, (ap) 


The protest was sparked by 
a video being promoted by an 
extreme anti-Muslim Egyptian 
Christian campaigner. The video 
depicts Muhammad as a fraud, 
showing him having sex and call- 
ing for massacres. 

It was not exactly clear who 
made the video that angered the 
protesters. 

Armed men also stormed the

Jolie Visits Syrians in Call for Refugee Aid 


Zaatari, Jordan 

Her eyes welling with tears, actress 
Angelina Jolie said she heard “hor- 
rific” and “heartbreaking” accounts 
from Syrian refugees she met Tues- 
day during a visit to a camp in Jor- 
dan that has provided shelter for 
those fleeing the civil war in the 
neighboring country. 

The Hollywood star, who is also 
the U.N. refugee agency’s special 
envoy, spoke after meeting female 


refugees at the Zaatari camp, which 
hosts about 30,000 Syrians dis- 
placed by the 18 -month conflict. 

“I am very concerned, the world 
is very concerned,” Jolie said during 
a visit aimed at focusing interna- 
tional attention on the plight of S}^'- 
ian refugees. “What is very heart- 
breaking is when Syrian people ask 
you why you think no one is able to 
find a solution for them.” 

Hundreds of thousands of Syri- 
ans have fled the chaos as an upris-

Major League Role in Metro Flap? 


Councilman hints why 
Nats are not paying to 
extend train hours 

Washington 

It’s been three weeks since Metro- 
riding fans were stranded after a 
rain-delayed 13-inning game at 
Nationals Park, highlighting the 
Washington Nationals’ refus- 
al to pony up the approximately 
$30,000 deposit required to keep 
trains running late. 

Since then, the issue has stayed 
mostly out of the news, but discus- 
sions have continued behind the 
scenes. And in a NewsChannel 


8 interview Monday, D.C. Coun- 
cil member Jack Evans, D-Ward 
2, suggested the bosses at Major 
League Baseball, rather than the 
Nationals and owner Ted Lerner, 
are behind the impasse. 

“From the Nationals’ point of 
view, it’s more Major League Base- 
ball,” Evans said, citing discussions 
with team officials. “Major League 
Baseball has made it clear that in 
no city in the country does the team 
have to pick up the tab for games 
that go beyond.” 

The league, Evans added, “is 
quite concerned about a precedent 
being set in this city that will carry 
out [to other cities] ... Major League 
Baseball plays a bigger role in the

background than people under- 
stand, and I think that’s some- 
thing we have to work on.” 


Pat Courtney, a spokesman for 
Major League Baseball, said there’s 
“not a policy per se” regarding how 
teams deal with transit costs. “We 
just never have [been] faced with 
[a] situation like this before,” he 
said. Without detailing the role 
the league has played in the issue, 
Courtney said the Nationals are 
“seeking a solution” to the issue. 

The Nationals offered this state- 
ment Monday: “There are a num- 
ber of parties involved in these dis- 
cussions and we are looking into 
all options, which is typical of any 
organization that is beginning to 
plan for a potentially large event 
that can positively impact the city.”

Spate of violence left 
5 dead, began after 
bracelet went missing 

Washington 

Five men convicted of murder in 
a series of March 2010 shootings 
that marked one of the District’s 
deadliest outbreaks of violence 
in decades were handed lengthy 
prison sentences Tuesday in D.C. 
Superior Court. 

The government had asked for 
sentences that would effectively 
put the men in prison for the rest 
of their lives. 

Shortly after 3 p.m. Tuesday, 


Judge Ronna Beck read the sen- 
tences: For Orlando Carter, Jeffrey 
Best and Robert Bost, life without 
the possibility of release; for Orlan- 
do’s younger brother Sanquan, 54 
years; and for Lamar Williams, 
30 years. 

More than a dozen family mem- 
bers of the five young people killed 
in the violence spoke, and many 
urged the maximum sentence for 
the group. 


More than half dozen people 
were wounded in the shootings, 
which began over a missing brace- 
let, a piece of costume jewelry. 

“I’m sympathetic to the many 
people affected by these horrific 
crimes,” Beck said during a short 
statement. 

After she detailed the crimes, 
she concluded: “There is no need 
to be concerned that the jury got 
it wrong.” 


A jury found the men respon- 
sible for a series of shootings that 
culminated in a drive-by shoot- 
ing just a few miles south of the 
U.S. Capitol. 

In May, after a two-month trial 
and more than eight days of delib- 
erations in D.C. Superior Court, 
a jury found the Carter brothers. 
Best, Bost and Williams guilty 
of murder and a range of other 
offenses, (the Washington post/ap)

AU Professor’s Nursing 
In Class Sparks Debate 


Washington 

One day late last month at Ameri- 
can University, Adrienne Pine was 
in a jam. The assistant anthropol- 
ogy professor was scheduled to 
begin her course “Sex, Gender & 
Culture.” But her baby daughter 
woke up with a fever, and the sin- 
gle mother worried that she had no 
good child-care options. So Pine 
brought her sick baby to class. 

When the baby grew restless 
during the 75-minute afternoon ses- 
sion with 40 students, according to 
the professor’s account. Pine breast- 
fed her while continuing to lecture 
and review the syllabus. 

At the conclusion of her lecture. 
Pine figured that was the end of it. 
But word of the unusual opening- 
day class was spreading. 

She decided to get in the first 
word with an online essay titled 
“The Dialectics of Breastfeeding 


on Campus: Exposing my Breasts 
on the Internet.” In it. Pine wrote 
that she was “shocked and annoyed 
that this would be considered news- 
worthy.” 

Now the campus community 
is debating whether the professor 
did the right thing by bringing her 
sick baby to the Aug. 28 class and 
breast-feeding her. They also are 
questioning her response. 

On Tuesday, university officials 
issued a statement that appeared 
to convey disapproval. 

“For the sake of the child and 
the public health of the campus 
community, when faced with the 
challenge of caring for a sick child 
in the case where backup childcare 
is not available, a faculty mem- 
ber should take earned leave and 
arrange for someone else to cover 
the class, not bring a sick child into 
the classroom,” the statement said.

Racially Charged 

As the election nears, anti-Obama 
rhetoric renews accusations of bigotry 


Campaign 2012 

Is it because he’s black? 

The question of whether race 
fuels opposition to President 
Barack Obama has become one of 
the most divisive topics of the elec- 
tion. It is sowing anger and frustra- 
tion among conservatives who are 
labeled racist simply for opposing 
Obama’s policies and liberals who 
see no other explanation for such 
deep dislike of the president. 

It is an accusation almost 
impossible to prove, yet it remains 
inseparable from the African-Amer- 
ican experience. The idea, which 
seemed to die in 2008 when Obama 
became the first black president, 
is now rearing its head from col- 
lege campuses to cable TV as the 
Democratic incumbent faces Mitt 
Romney, the white Republican 
challenger. 

Four years after an election 
that inspired hopes of a post- 
racial future, there are signs that 
political passions are dragging us 
backward. 


“We’re at a tipping point,” 
said Susan Glisson, director of 
the Institute for Racial Reconcil- 
iation at the University of Missis- 
sippi. “But I don’t know which way 
we’re going to tip.” 

Glisson, who is white, knows 
that many white conservatives dis- 
agree with Obama solely because 
of his policies. “But I am also quite 
certain that there are others who 
object to the president because of 
his race, because they have a fear 
of blacks that is embedded in our 


culture,” she said. 

Her conclusion is based on 
something called “implicit bias”— 
prejudices that people don’t real- 
ize they have. 

“Our history has created this 
unconscious bias,” said Gail Chris- 
topher of the W.K. Kellogg Foun- 
dation, which has funded research 
on the subject. “Now we need to 
create safe places to discuss and 
educate people about unconscious 
bias, where we are not blaming and 
shaming them.” 

Those safe places generally do 
not include the political arena. 

Dan Joseph, a 33-year-old white 
conservative from Northern Vir-

ginia, is too young to remember 
past GOP appeals to racial bias, 
such as Richard Nixon’s “Southern 
strategy,” Ronald Reagan’s “wel- 
fare queens” rhetoric and George 
H.W. Bush’s infamous Willie Hor- 
ton ad. He believes Obama should 
have done more to promote eco- 
nomic growth. 

Yet Joseph is often called a 
racist when he discusses poli- 
tics. This inspired him to film a 
satirical video, “Bob is a Racist” 
(http://bit.ly/SrvPAW), which lays 
bare the frustration of many con- 
servatives. 

Evan Woodson, a black student 
at Oklahoma State University, often 
hears other black people call some- 
thing racist that he sees as benign: 
“People seriously act as if whitey 
is still out to get them in 2012 in 
Stillwater, Okla. I don’t think that’s 
the case anymore.” 

But when it comes to politics, 
he sees racial transgressions from 
both parties, such as Vice Presi- 
dent Joe Biden telling people that 
Republicans “want to put j^’all back 
in chains.” 

“No matter how you cut it, poli- 
ticians constandy seem to be accus- 
ing the other party of racism,” 
Woodson said, and that prevents 
people from having honest conver- 
sations about actual racism. “People 
can’t identify real racism anymore. 
They’re lost in all the race-baiting.”

resigned amid controversy. The 
team he inherited, assembled 
under Bowden’s watch, was head- 
ed toward its second-straight fin- 
ish as baseball’s worst team. 

Rizzo has spent the past three- 
plus seasons transforming that 
woeful roster into the team with 
the best record in baseball. 

“I think he’s definitely ‘exec- 
utive of the year,’ ” said manager 
Davey Johnson. “I think he should 
have been last year, the year before. 
The draft, the trades, the things 
he’s done ... He’s an awfully good 
baseball man. There’s no question 
in my mind.” 

In each full year of Rizzo’s ten- 
ure, the club improved by at least 
10 wins. This year, it could be clos- 
er to 20 games. In the clubhouse, 
if not in the media, players know 
it’s Rizzo’s story. 

“No doubt about it,” said Chad 
Tracy, a pinch-hitting special- 
ist signed in the offseason and 
rewarded last month with a con- 
tract extension.

Capitals Bracing for a Lockout 


Ovechkin among 
stars making plans 
to play overseas 

Pro Hockey 

Informal workouts and scrimmag- 
es in Arlington typically signify 
that summer is turning to fall and 
a new NHL season isn’t far away. 
But while the number of Capitals 
on the ice grows with each passing 
day, there is little indication that 
they are preparing for anything 
other than a work stoppage. 

Less than a week remains before 
the National Hockey League’s cur- 
rent collective bargaining agreement 


expires, with the owners and players’ 
union still far apart on key econom- 
ic issues. Unless the two sides can 
reach a resolution before 11:59 p.m. 
Saturday — which seems unlikely, 
given that they haven’t held formal 
talks since Aug. 31 — the NHL will 
impose a lockout on its players for 
the third time in 18 years. 

How long the stalemate could 
last is anyone’s guess. The start of 
training camp Sept. 21 is in jeopar- 
dy, and portions of the regular sea- 
son, which is scheduled to begin 
Oct. 11, may be as well. The NHL’s 
last lockout resulted in the cancel- 
lation of the 2004-05 season. 

Players are making preparations 
to find competition elsewhere. Alex

The NHL negotiations hinge on 
how to divide the league’s $3.3 billion 
revenue. Under the current agree- 
ment, players receive 57 percent of 
hockey-related revenue. In the NHL’s 
most recent proposal, that number 
drops to 46 percent and the own- 
ers would redefine what constitutes 
hockey-related revenue. According 
to the players’ union, that plan would 
amount to a 19.3 percent cut to the 
players’ share. To end the last lock- 
out, players agreed to a salary cap 
and 24 percent salary rollback, (twp) 


Ovechkin confirmed that he will 
play for Russia’s Kontinental Hock- 
ey League in the event of a lock- 
out. Goaltender Michal Neuvirth, 
a native of the Czech Republic, may 
also play in Europe, and it wouldn’t 
be surprising to see other Capitals 
make the jump overseas as well. 

“I think guys are less nervous 
now than we were because there’s 
an option for us,” said Mike Ribeiro, 
one of four Capitals who was in the 
NHL when the 2004-05 lockout 
struck.

Between the lines 

Literature teacher Pauline Chen has revised the 
classic tale /\ Dream of Red Mansions to make it more 
accessible to a new generation of Americans, 

Kelly Chung Dawson reports.

I n Cao Xueqin's 18th 
century novel A Dream 
of Rea Mansions (also 
known as Dream of 
the Red Chamber), a 
love triangle between 
a young man and his 
female cousins became 
China's own Romeo and Juliet. 
Today, it forms the basis of 
Pauline Chen’s streamlined 
update of the classic story, 
which originally featured 400 
characters over 2,500 pages. 

Chen’s The Red Chamberfocuses 
on the passionate, free-spirited Lin 
Daiyu, who lives with her extended 
family at Rongguo Mansion after 
the death of her parents; and 
Xue Baochai, her well-behaved, 
intelligent cousin. Both vie for the 
hand of Jia Baoyu, the heir to the 
Jia family fortune. 

‘These two women represent the 
two ways that a Chinese woman can 
be,” Chen said. “They are important 
archetypes. To me, this love triangle 
is very powerful, because in a way, 
these women represent a struggle 
for individualism in China. 

“There aren’t many love stories 
in Chinese literature, because at 
the time nearly all marriages were 
arranged. Even today, Chinese 
culture is still a culture where filial 
obligations are emphasized, so this 
idea of wild, romantic love really 
appeals to people.” 

Chen, who grew up in the 
United States, has a PhD in East 
Asian studies from Princeton. As 
a literature teacher, she became 
frustrated by the difficulty with 
which her American students 
approached A Dream of Red 
Mansions. 

The book is too long, the cast 
of characters overwhelming. 
Additionally, the structure of the 
original does not follow Western 
conventions. There is no central 
conflict and the plot meanders 
in episodic turns. She decided to 
rewrite the book, in the hope of 
introducing the story to a wider 
audience. 

“My feeling was that most 
Americans think of pre-modern 
China as being barbaric and that 
always bothered me,” she said. 

“It’s not that simple. Yes, ancient 
Chinese society was oppressive 
for women, but it was also a 


sophisticated and rich society, and 
a complicated one. 

“I wanted to communicate 
those complexities. I also feel that 
many books about ancient China 
make you feel very distant from 
the characters. You feel that it has 
nothing to do with you. I wanted the 
reader to feel an affinity with these 
characters, and an understanding 
that our problems are universal.” 

Emily Wilson, a former student 
who took Chen’s course on classic 
Chinese literature at Oberlin 
College in 2010, said that she found 
the original book overwhelming. 

“Contemporary American 

literature, especially commercial 
literature, often does not attempt 
to encompass the complexities 
found in the original A Dream of 
Red Mansions" she said. 

“But Professor Chen’s incredible 
understanding of the original 
text allowed her to highlight 
more abstract thematic patterns. 
She also had a very nuanced 
understanding of the emotional 
motives of the various female 
protagonists.” 

The task of adapting this book 
in particular is a difficult one, said 
Daniel Youd, associate professor 
of Chinese language and literature 
at Beloit College in Wisconsin. 
Previous adaptations had faced 
high expectations, and had often 
fallen short. The latest attempt by 
Chinese author Liu Xinwu last year 
has met equal controversy. 

“Ever since the original novel was 
written, people have not stopped 
reading and adapting it,” he said. 
“Anyone who tries to remake the 
story is in good company, but 
is also running a very high risk 
because people are so attached to 
the story. It’s very brave to attempt 
to retell this story.” 

American audiences are likely to 
have fewer expectations though, he 
said. 

“In adapting the story for 
Chinese readers, one has to 
take into account deep levels of 
cultural expectation, because 
the characters are already so 
vividly ingrained in the Chinese 
imagination. But the objective with 
the American audience will be to 
introduce the characters, and I 
think Pauline does a great job of 
bridging the gap.” 

For Chen, the women are the 


backbone of the book, she said. 
In addition to Lin and Xue, the 
powerful Wang Xifeng plays a 
central part in the story. Wang 
manages the finances of the 
house, lends money at interest and 
manipulates the people around her 
for personal gain. 

“She was the prototype of a 
modern businesswoman,” Chen 
said. “Before reading the book, I 


had this idea that women in ancient 
China were powerless, but this 
character was extremely bold. All 
the female characters were so 
complex, and richly drawn. They 
were living in this complicated 
hierarchy with so many bonds and 
obligations. 

“In some ways, for me, it really 
mirrored how a modern woman 
feels, dealing with children, a 


career, aging parents and in-laws. 
I thought it was relevant to our 
lives today, and I loved the female 
characters.” 

Cao’s depiction of women in the 
18th century was unusual, Youd 
said. “The original novel exploded 
the myth of the completely passive 
Chinese female. 

“It was a very interesting take on 
the role of women at the time, but 


the problem with Wang was that 
she was demonized for asserting 
control. In many ways, that’s still 
an open question for women in 
modern society both in China 
and the US. I can understand how 
women reading this story would 
feel a certain kinship to the female 
characters.” 

“Pauline’s version is an optimistic 
take, in that despite all these 
barriers, one can imagine these 
women making happy lives for 
themselves.” 

In the original, the members of 
that love triangle accepted their 
fates, as decreed by their elders. 
This was deeply unsatisfying, Chen 
said. 

“It really frustrated me as a 
Western reader,” she said. “Romeo 
and Juliet did not say ‘Oh, OK, fine.’ 
They fought. I wanted to show 
these characters fighting for their 
love.” 

Chen was inspired by the 
American classic, Gone with the 
Wind. The two female characters 
are rivals for the male lead’s love, 
but when one of the women dies 
the other realizes how much she 
has depended on her. 

“I was fascinated by women 
who are rivals but ultimately share 
more with each other in that bond,” 
she said. “I am interested in that 
conflict between friendship and 
romantic love.” 

She also drew inspiration in 
how Scarlett O’Hara is portrayed 
both sympathetically and 
unsympathetically, she said. 

“So often female characters in 
literature are represented quite 
blandly. I wanted to show females 
who are strong, and not necessarily 
always likable. I didn’t want to 
be afraid of people not liking my 
characters.” 

Qiushi Ma, an associate professor 
of Chinese at Oberlin College, said 
that readers should approach 
Chen’s effort with an open mind. 

“I consider Pauline’s book to 
be a totally independent, literary 
creation inspired by the original,” 
Ma said. “She is writing from a 
female perspective, and gives a 
more sophisticated explanation 
of the female characters. It’s a 
bold creation inspired by the three 
women’s stories.” 

Youd agreed: “Pauline does 
things that are different and new,

A Dream of Red Mansions has 
been adapted many times to keep 
it popular. 

CCTV’s 1987 soap opera 
remake was enormously 
successful: while a controversial 
2010 version cast its actors in a 
reality TV show. 

In 2011, Beijing-based writer 
Liu Xinwu added a more tragic 
ending that attempted to capture 
the spirit of the original, which 
was left unfinished when the Qing 
Dynasty (1644-1911) author Cao 
Xueqin died. 

Most scholars believe the final 
40 chapters to have been written 
by another Qing Dynasty scholar, 
Gao E. 

Other updates have included 
comic books, video games and 
even a theme park. 

“There is a feeling of propriety 
around the story,” said Pauline 
Chen, whose new book, The Red 
Chamber, is the latest update 
of the classic novel. “I cannot 
exaggerate how important this 
book is in China. You say the 
names, and everyone knows 
what kind of person you’re talking 
about.”

but at the same time it’s like 
meeting old friends who live in a 
parallel alternate universe, where 
they do things that seem typical 
and expected, but are genuinely 
revelatory, in a new way.” 

Although Lin is the obvious 
frontrunner for Jia’s love, Chen 
learned to root for the less popular 
Xue, she said. 

“When I first started working 
on this, I thought, ‘Go Daiyu.’ and 
then as I wrote, I started feeling 
that each character made her own 
choices,” she said. 

“Every woman adopted a strategy 
for survival. The take away, for me, 
is to not envy other women. Each 
woman pays the price for what she 
gets — you might gain stability, but 
then you lose emotional freedom. If 
you want passion, then you might 
not have it forever.”

Bob Dylan's weary 
pipes create an eerie 
intimacy on Tempest' 


Album Review 

For his 35th album, “Tempest,” 
Bob Dylan wanted to write reli- 
gious songs and ended up hopping a 
freight train to the apocalypse. 

Couching images of end-times 
America in old-time American mel- 
odies, the 71-year-old has deliv- 
ered his most compelling release 
in more than a decade. That’s faint 
praise for anyone who gave up on 
Dylan after the Carter administra- 
tion, sure, but find me another rock 
demigod crafting tunes this violent 
in their golden years. You can prac- 
tically hear the guy tapping his toes 
in puddles of blood. 

Before Dylanologists had heard a 
bloody note of it, it was the album’s 


title that made them gasp. “The 
Tempest” is considered William 
Shakespeare’s swan song, which 
might mean that ...

No, no. Dylan pointed out to 
Rolling Stone that Shakespeare’s 
“Tempest” was preceded by the 
word “the.” Dylan’s “Tempest” is 
just “Tempest.” Hadn’t one of the 
greatest lyricists in American song 
taught us anything about attention 
to detail? 



Regardless, that retirement- 
rumor kiboshing comes as a relief, 
because Dylan has found some fresh 
gravitas in his withering voice. His 
pipes sound more trashed than ever, 
so he pulls right up to our ears, mak- 
ing these sinister songs feel eerily 
intimate. The band keeps everything 
tender and mild while Dylan softly 
sneers something terrifying. 

Listen for it on “Narrow Way,” 
a nimble jump-blues number that 
sounds like it survived a nuclear 
winter. “This is hard country to 
stay alive in,” Dylan rasps. “Blades 
are ever 3 Awhere, and they’re break- 
ing my skin.” 

“Duquesne Whistle” employs a

similar trick. It’s a classic train song, 
its chirping steel guitars channel- 
ing hope and wanderlust. Dylan 
pushes so much wind through his 
throat that his voice starts to resem- 
ble the affectionate roar of Louis 
Armstrong. But instead of signal- 
ing the freedom of a fresh start, this 
train whistle is “blowing like the 
sky’s gonna blow apart.” 

For a finale, Dylan changes the 
tone, taking a long and lovely leap 
across the decades with “Roll On, 
John,” an ode to the late John Len- 
non. The song recounts the Beatle’s 
dazzling rise and senseless end, all 
while slipping in lyrics from “A Day 
in the Life” and “Come Together.” 

Dylan doesn’t growl through 
this one. He (somehow) clears his 
throat and delivers the album’s 
most bittersweet melody with 
acute composure. He isn’t sing- 
ing about fresh wounds. This is a 
hero poem. He’s casting Lennon in 
bronze, polishing a friend’s myth 
while still working away at his own.
